Also filing recently was Jacob McCoy, who is to run against Robert D. Spears in the 
Democratic primary for sheriff.

Two candidates have now filed for the circuit judgeship being vacated by Tom Jones. 

Michael Dean and Thomas J. “Tom” Smith, both Irvine attorneys, are seeking the posi¬ 
tion. 


Grand jury to get at least three 
of four cases from robbery 

Three of the four defendants in an al¬ 
leged post-Christmas armed robbery agreed 
Tuesday to have their cases waived to the 
grand jury. The fourth had her case continued 
for one week while her criminal record is be¬ 
ing researched. 

John M. Moore, 27 of Estes Road, is al¬ 
leged on December 28 to have committed 
the crimes of robbery in the first degree and 
theft by unlawful taking. 

Marci K. Phillips, 21 of Manor Drive is charged with the same crimes. 

According to the arrest documents, the two are charged with robbing a female victim at 
knifepoint at her Falcon Ridge apartment. 

Michael Heath Lynch, 25 of Irvine and his wife, 22-year-old Megan E. Lynch of Beattyville, 
are charged with facilitation to robbery in the first degree. 

The victim accused Lynch of driving the getaway car, and his wife with being in the ve¬ 
hicle. 

Moore’s attorney, Michael Eubanks, asked District Judge William D. “Bo” Leach in Lee 
District Court if his client could be released from jail on 10 percent of his cash bond. 

Leach agreed, but said that Moore must be tracked by GPS and have no contact with the 
other defendants or the alleged victim. The cash bond is $23,000, leaving the 10 percent at 
$2,300. 

Attorney William “Bill” Trude asked for the same conditions for his client, Megan 
Lynch. 

Leach agreed. 

Public Defender Sarah Bryant asked for the same for both Phillips and Michael Lynch. 

Leach approved the same conditions for Lynch, but Phillips’ criminal record was not 
clear. 

Judge Leach read from the file, and said that Phillips had a more extensive criminal record 
than the other three. 

County Attorney, using a computer, read of a case that was not in the written file. 

Leach asked, and Bryant agreed, to continue Phillips’ case until next Tuesday so that the 
matter could be made clear. 

The judge told all three that were to be released that if the GPS arrangements cannot be 
made that they would not be released from jail. 

The Lynch couple are not allowed to have any contact with each other. 

The alleged victim, a young woman, was seated with Hollon. 

Judge Leach told her that the court would see if a tracking device could be provided to 
her that would warn her if any of the alleged perpetrators came near her. It is to be paid for 
by the defendants. 

She thanked the judge saying, “I’m scared.” 

The grand jury has 60 days to return an indictment. 



Flu on the rise 
in Kentucky 

The Kentucky Department for Public Health reported this week that the influenza 
(flu) activity level in the state has increased from regional to widespread. 

That level is the highest. It indicates that flu is in at least one half of the regions of 
the state. 

The federal Centers for Disease Control and Prevention warns that young people are 
the ones most affected by flu this year. 

The reasoning, according to the CDC, is that the flu strain this year is the H1N1 virus, 
and very young people have not been exposed to it. 

Flu shots are being urged for anyone six months to two years of age. 

There were no numbers available to show the severity of flu in Lee or surrounding 
countie c 


Three things to do: 

1) Take time to get a flu vaccine 

CDC recommends a yearly flu vaccine as the first and most important step in 
protecting against flu viruses. 

2) Take everyday preventive actions to stop the spread of germs 

Try to avoid close contact with sick people. 

If you are sick with flu-like illness, CDC recommends that you stay home for at 
least 24 hours after your fever is gone except to get medical care or for other 
necessities. 

Cover your nose and mouth with a tissue when you cough or sneeze. Throw the 
tissue in the trash after you use it. 

3) Take flu antiviral drugs if your doctor prescribes them 

Antiviral drugs can make illness milder and shorten the time you are sick. They 
may also prevent serious flu complications. Treatment with an antiviral drug 
can mean the difference between having a milder illness versus a very serious 
illness that could result in a hospital stay. 


Herald says budget 
to probably be tight 

State Rep. Toby Herald (R - Beattyville) says the next budget that must be approved 
by this year’s state legislature is probably going to be tight. 

In a press release from the Kentucky House Republican Caucus, Herald said, “While 
we do expect to see a slight increase in our general fund revenues, the next budget will be 
another tight one for Kentucky,” Herald said. “It is my hope that we can work in a biparti¬ 
san manner in both the House and Senate to pass a new budget that can fund our essential 
needs like education.” 

The biennial budget must be approved during this 60-day session, which begins this 
week. 

The release said that other issues that are expected to be debated include the state’s public 
pension system, industrial hemp, a statewide smoking ban, and limiting the power of the 
governor to spend state money without legislative oversight. 


Lee to clean up 26 dumps 

Lee County is to receive funding from the state to clean up 26 illegal dumps, accord¬ 
ing to County Solid Waste Coordinator Sharon Jackson. 

The state Energy and Environment Cabinet announced Monday that $1.36 million in 
grants was being released to fund the clean up of dumps in 24 counties, including Lee. Other 
nearby counties are Breathitt and Wolfe. 

As part of the grant funding, counties must agree to provide a 25 percent match when it 
costs less than $50,000 to clean up an individual, illegal open dump. The state may waive 
the match when they cost more than $50,000 to be eliminated. 

The state Division of Waste Management administers the Kentucky Pride Fund to clean 
up county dump sites. Funding for the program comes from a $1.75 environmental reme¬ 
diation fee for each ton of garbage disposed of at Kentucky municipal solid waste disposal 
facilities. It is known as a “tipping fee.” 

King, Tlirner to have 
parole hearings 

Two people convicted of crimes in Lee County are scheduled for parole hearings 
this month. 

Jason King, who was convicted on October 24, 2011 for burglary in the second degree, 
is parole eligible in March. He is housed in the Jefferson County Detention Center. 

Shelby Turner is housed in the Three Forks Regional Jail. He was convicted on September 
1, 2009 on two counts of receiving stolen property over $300 and burglary in the second 
degree. Turner is parole eligible in March.

Anyway, we have “cus¬ 
tomers” who owe us small 
amounts and amounts up to 
several hundred dollars. 

We send invoices every 
month to these people, and

After 90 days we send let¬ 
ters asking for payment. They 
are often ignored as well. 

Then, if they go more than 
120 days we call, we email, we 
do all we can to contact these 
people. 

Some never respond to our 
attempts. Others say the check 
is on its way. 

The fact of the matter is, 
there are people, lawyers, 
prominent businesses, office 
holders, all kinds of people 
who owe us money, but simply 
do not pay it. 

They are stealing from us. 

We have bills to pay. It 
takes money (from adver¬ 
tisers) to pay for printing, 
electricity, telephone, food, 
gasoline, etc. 

They don’t care. 

Our only recourse is to take 
them to small claims court, 
and that is what we will be 
doing this year. 

We have the proof that these 
thieves have requested ads, 
and have not paid for them. 

A judge will order them to 
pay us plus they will have to 
pay the costs. 

It’s a shame that people who 
act like they are law-abiding 
citizens have led us to this.

RUBBING THE WRONG WAY 


Among the tiniest and 
most delicate muscles in the 
human body is the “levator 
palpebrae superioris,” which 
raises the upper eyelid. It at¬ 
taches to the upper lid with 
the help of a very thin band 
of tendinous tissue known as 
the “levator aponeurosis.” It is 
the age-related degeneration 
of this aponeurotic tissue that 
can lead to the drooping eye¬ 
lids that so many older people 
experience. While vigorous 
rubbing of the eyelid is not a 
primary factor in causing it to 
droop, the habit may aggravate 
the condition.

Lee County’s Taylor Jewell 
is one of four young people to 
be honored with a 2013 Berea 
College Pinnacle Scholars 
Awards of Excellence. 

Jewell had been nominated 
by Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity (EKU) Upward Bound 
Coordinator Becca Morrison 
for her accomplishments and 
dedication in music. Jewell 
and the other three students 
all attend EKU. 

Wolfe County’s Jerimee 
Haiman was also honored for 


music. 

Wolfe County’s Phillip 
Spencer and Casey County’s 
Lindsey Conley were honored 
for their efforts in science. 

Berea College faculty and 
staff reviewed the submissions 
and selected the top students 
to receive the award in each 
area. Jewell, Conley, Haiman 
and Spencer were chosen out 
of more than 400 nominees 
and were honored at a formal 
awards ceremony in Novem¬ 
ber. 


Upward Bound is a feder¬ 
ally funded education pro¬ 
gram dedicated to identifying, 
recruiting, and supporting 
students who are determined 
to succeed academically. Ap¬ 
plicants must meet income 
guidelines or be the first gen¬ 
eration in their family to earn a 
four-year degree. EKU’s Up¬ 
ward Bound program serves 
115 students from school in 
seven counties: Casey, Estill, 
Jackson, Lee, Lincoln, Powell 
and Wolfe. 


More than $32 million from settlements 
with drug makers will finance expanded 
substance-abuse treatment in Kentucky

Kentucky will receive more 
than $32 million as a result of 
lawsuit settlements with two 
pharmaceutical companies, 
and top state officials have al¬ 
located the money to expand 
access to substance-abuse 
treatment, especially for the 
young, the officials announced 
at a Frankfort press conference 
Monday. 

“The only way to curb 
substance abuse was to start 
finding a way to work with 
the children, to help these 
young men and women when 
this disease first begins,” said 
Jane Beshear, co-chairman of 
Recovery Kentucky, a residen¬ 
tial treatment program for sub¬ 
stance abusers that would get 
some of the money under an 
executive order from her hus¬ 
band, Gov. Steve Beshear. 

“We must increase access 
to treatment if we are going to 
stop this cycle of addiction” 
that runs in families, said At¬ 
torney General Jack Conway, 
who filed the suits against 
GlaxoSmithKline and Merck 
Sharp and Dohme Corp., al¬ 
leging that they failed to dis¬ 
close heart-attack risks posed 
by their drugs: Glaxo’s arthri¬ 
tis pain drug Vioxx, which was 
withdrawn from the market 
in 2004; and Merck’s diabtes 


drug Avandia, which the U.S. 
Food and Drug Administration 
found in 2007 carried inad¬ 
equate warnings. 

Conway said the settlement 
money “will be allocated to 
help create a new treatment 
center for adults, for treatment 
scholarships and for a grant 
program to create more treat¬ 
ment beds for our juveniles 
and adolescents.” He said a 
study by the University of 
Kentucky reported that the 
state has only 10 percent of 
the beds needed for substance- 
abuse treatment. 

The governor said national 
estimates indicate that as many 
as one in eight Kentucky 
high-school students in meet 
the criteria for a substance 
abuse disorder, but most youth 
ending up in juvenile justice 
detention facilities or in the 
state child welfare system, 
neither of which is a long-term 
solution. He said the current 
system is “fragmented, hard to 
access and inconsistent.” 

Beshear issued an executive 
order allocating the money, 
citing as authority a state law 
on such settlements, but the 
General Assembly may have 
more to say about it. He said 
Senate President Robert Sti¬ 
vers had planned to attend the 


press conference but dropped 
out because of concern that 
the order usurped legislative 
authority. Stivers alluded to 
that a few hours later on KET’s 
“Kentucky Tonight,” question¬ 
ing the allocation of money by 
executive order. 

Stivers is a Republican; 
Beshear and Conway are 
Democrats. So is Stivers’ 
House counterpart, Speaker 
Greg Stumbo, who spoke 
at the press conference and 
called the use of the settlement 
money “truly a remarkable 
turn in public policy in our 
state.” Conway said the settle¬ 
ments required that the money 
go to drug treatment. 

Under the order, $19 mil¬ 
lion of the money will go for 
additional juvenile and ado¬ 
lescent treatment, including 
new centers and additional 
beds in existing facilities. A 
committee crested by Beshear 
and headed by Conway will 
take applications and decide 
where the money goes. The 
committee is to include Jane 
Beshear, appointees of Stivers 
and Stumbo, and several state 
officials. 

More specific allocations 
include $6 million for im¬ 
provements in KASPER, the 
Kentucky All Schedule Pre- 
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ing progress by paying teach¬ 
ers less than they deserve, by 
ignoring needs like textbooks 
and technology, by delaying 
research into innovative en¬ 
ergy production, by pricing 
college out of reach, by leav¬ 
ing needed cancer screenings 
unfunded, and by retreating 
from things like child care and 
mental health services,” said 
Gov. Beshear. 

The Governor identified two 
possible sources of new, recur¬ 
ring revenue with which to 
make investments: tax reform, 
because increasing competi¬ 
tiveness by broadening our tax 
base and improving our busi¬ 
ness climate will help stabilize 
future budgets, and gaming. 

Gov. Beshear said he would 
ask the General Assembly 
again to place a constitutional 
Amendment on the ballot re¬ 
lated to expanded gaming. 

Over the years several 
economic studies of various 
gaming scenarios have pro¬ 
jected potential Kentucky tax 
revenues in the hundreds of 
millions of dollars - money 
that is currently crossing the 
border “to fund roads and 
schools in Ohio, Indiana, West 
Virginia and other states.” 

Kentuckians “want to vote 
on this issue,” he said.

• Booster seats: Kentucky 
should align its booster seat 
regulations with federal rec¬ 
ommendations, because cur¬ 
rent state laws are not protec¬ 
tive enough. Federal safety of¬ 
ficials and doctors recommend 
using a booster seat until either 
age 9 or until a child reaches 
57 inches tall; in Kentucky, 
only children under 7 and be¬ 
tween 40 to 50 inches tall are 
required to use a booster seat. 
Recent Kentucky statistics 
show that 70 percent of chil¬ 
dren hurt in car crashes were 
8 or 9 years old - kids who 
typically aren’t tall enough for 
adult-sized seat belts to protect 
them properly. Misaligned 
belts can cause serious trauma 
in an auto accident. 

• Substance abuse: Since 
2011, the rate of deaths at¬ 
tributed to prescription drugs 
has dropped while deaths at¬ 
tributed to heroin have surged. 
Gov. Beshear will support 
legislation to mandate a more 
aggressive approach for both 
law enforcement and treat¬ 
ment. 

• ‘No phone zones’: Given the 
vulnerability of schoolchildren 
and construction workers, 
Gov. Beshear will support 
legislation creating ‘no phone 
zones’, areas such as school 
and construction zones where 
drivers are not permitted to use 
cell phones while driving.

of violence in a dating rela¬ 
tionship. Gov. Beshear will 
again support legislation to 
extend these critical protec¬ 
tions to dating couples who do 
not live together. 

Governor Urges Contin¬ 

ued Bipartisanship 

Gov. Beshear thanked 
legislators for working with 
him in the 2013 session in a 
bipartisan manner on several 
difficult issues that threatened 
state budgets, communities 
and schools. Those successes 
include comprehensive leg¬ 
islation attacking prescrip¬ 
tion drug abuse, raising the 
graduation age, shoring up 
funding for state pensions, 
and authorizing innovative 
funding mechanisms for state 
universities that required no 
additional taxpayer burden. 

The Governor contrasted 
those efforts with the endless 
bickering and political postur¬ 
ing of Washington, D.C. 

“We have proven over 
the last few years that here 
in Frankfort, we can work 
through those differences and 
pass meaningful legislation 
that strengthens our capacity 
and builds a better quality of 
life for our people,” he said. 
“We must remember that we 
are Kentuckians first, and 
Democrats and Republicans 
second. I believe we can con¬ 
tinue to show our Washington 
colleagues what leadership 
really looks like.”

A Quiet Sun Awakes 
From Its Slumber

To most of us, the sun might 
as well be a massive light bulb 
in the sky. Each day it looks 
the same. But if you were to 
somehow take a space ship to 
its surface, you would see a 
constantly changing world. 

Sometimes the surface of 
the sun is quiet. It’s just a 
simple million degree burning 
ball of unimaginably hot gas. 
Sometimes there are massive 
eruptions. These eruptions 
shoot particles out into the so¬ 
lar system at nearly the speed 
of light. 

Scientists have noticed that 


there are times when crazy 
things like eruptions hap¬ 
pen more often. In fact, they 
have noticed a pattern. The 
sun seems to go from quiet, 
to exciting, and back again 
every 11 years. This is called 
the solar cycle. 

But the sun seems to be 
playing tricks on us these 
days. Right now we are sup¬ 
posed to be at the part of the 
cycle where all these exciting 
things happen. But for much of 
this past year the sun has been 
mysteriously quiet. Apparently 
somebody forgot to tell the sun 


it was time for a show. 

Or maybe the sun over¬ 
slept. Just a few weeks ago it 
unleashed a flurry of activity. 
Over 20 massive eruptions 
shot out from the sun in less 
than a week. These eruptions 
make for a great show for all 
the special telescopes NASA 
has pointed at the sun. 

Scientists are not entirely 
sure what causes the solar 
cycle. Sometimes it seems like 
the sun doesn’t even follow 
the cycle at all! Understanding 
the solar cycle is an important 
question in science. Solar ac¬ 


tivity can affect how warm our 
planet is. And eruptions from 
the sun can create problems 
for things like satellites and 
electronics on Earth. 


This latest solar puzzle just 
goes to show how much more 
there is to learn about our pow¬ 
erful and mysterious sun.

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Gov. Beshear: Kentucky’s positive momentom in jeopardy 

(State of the Commonwealth speach) 


Speech urges action this 
session to support educa¬ 
tion progress, improve tax 
climate 

Kentucky Governor Steve 
Beshear exhorted legislators in 
his seventh State of the Com¬ 
monwealth address Tuesday 
to ignore the lure of partisan 
politics and continue collabo¬ 
rating with him on improving 
the state’s business climate in 
two key areas: strengthening 
Kentucky’s future workforce 
by investing in education and 
creating a healthier popula¬ 
tion, and modernizing the tax 
code to make the state more 
competitive. 

National observers have 
taken notice of Kentucky’s 
progress in “shrugging off an 
historic reputation for back¬ 
wardness and writing a new 
narrative founded on change 
and innovation,” the Gover¬ 
nor said, but he warned that 
the Commonwealth’s future 
growth and opportunities, 
especially in education, will 
grind to a halt unless legisla¬ 
tors take substantive action in 
this session. 

“We must continue to fo¬ 
cus our attention not on the 
next headline or next election 
but on a collective vision of 
a stronger Kentucky,” said 
Gov. Beshear. “What does 
that Kentucky look like? It’s 
a place where every person 
who needs a job has one, 
where every child has the 
opportunity to be successful, 
and where every family enjoys 
financial security and a high 
quality of life. 

“But core challenges con¬ 
tinue to stand in our way, and 


although we have made sig¬ 
nificant progress, much more 
needs to be done.” 

The Governor used his 
speech to a joint session of the 
General Assembly to discuss 
Kentucky’s progress in creat¬ 
ing jobs, building a more seam¬ 
less and effective education 
system and making health care 
accessible and affordable to all 
Kentuckians, and to lay out an 
agenda for the 60-day session 
and the coming year. 

Job Creation is Top Prior¬ 

ity; Maximizing Competitive¬ 
ness Key Goal 
Creating jobs remains his top 
priority, the Governor said. 

“Putting Kentuckians to work 
is the single-best thing we can 
do both for our families and 
our state,” he said. “The good 
news is that companies want to 
come to Kentucky, and Ken¬ 
tucky companies continue to 
expand workforces, facilities 
and production lines.” 

But to continue that progress, 
Kentucky needs to make itself 
more attractive to businesses. 

Competitiveness through 
Modern, Business-Friendly 
Tax Reform: The first step 
requires long-overdue changes 
in Kentucky’s tax code to 
improve economic competi¬ 
tiveness, reduce assessments 
that create an unlevel playing 
field for existing Kentucky 
businesses and treat working 
families more fairly. 

Gov. Beshear said he would 
present in this session a tax 
modernization proposal with 
specific recommendations 
on how to move Kentucky’s 
archaic tax code into the 21 st 
Century - a package specifi¬ 


cally designed to maximize 
the state’s competitiveness 
for job growth and sustain¬ 
ability. 

The legislative package will 
be drawn from the report writ¬ 
ten by the Governor’s 2012 
Blue Ribbon Commission on 
Tax Reform, which included 
such items as: 

• lowering the top individual 
and corporate tax rates 

• broadening the tax base in 
the sales tax and retirement 
areas 

• establishing an angel in¬ 
vestor tax credit for certain 
investments in small busi¬ 
nesses; and 

• making changes that favor 
Kentucky-based companies. 

Another recommenda¬ 
tion will be a constitutional 
amendment to allow local 
communities to vote on lo¬ 
cal sales taxes for specific 
projects. 

“Kentucky is developing a 
modern education system, a 
modern health care delivery 
system and a modem econo¬ 
my,” the Governor said. “So 
why should the Common¬ 
wealth continue to hamstring 
itself by using an outdated tax 
structure?” 

Competitiveness through 
Strengthened Workforce: 
The second step will be to 
strengthen Kentucky’s work¬ 
force by improving the health 
and education of our citizens, 
especially the youth who are 
tomorrow’s employers and 
employees, the Governor 
said. 

“I talk to business ex¬ 
ecutives almost daily about 
what they need to make their 


companies successful,” he said. 
“Their No. 1 concern is their 
workforce - finding enough tal¬ 
ented, skilled, energetic, healthy 
and educated workers.” 

One challenge is the col¬ 
lective health of Kentucky’s 
population, which ranks among 
the worst in the nation, the 
Governor said. About 1 out 
of every 7 Kentuckians lacks 
health insurance, which not 
only threatens those families’ 
financial security but also - on 
a statewide level—decreases 
worker productivity, jacks up 
health care costs, and dimin¬ 
ishes Kentucky’s attractiveness 
to businesses. 

Gov. Beshear seized an his¬ 
toric opportunity to provide 
accessible, affordable health 
insurance to every Kentuckian 
by embracing and localizing 
federal health care reform. 
Last year, he expanded Med¬ 
icaid and created a state-based 
health insurance exchange so 
Kentuckians could find health 
insurance through a custom 
web portal called kynect. Since 
the website’s launch on Oct. 1, 
more than 130,000 Kentuck¬ 
ians have enrolled in affordable 
health insurance through kynect 
- many of them for the first time 
in their lives. 

Those efforts, combined with 
Medicaid reform, improved 
dental care access in mral areas, 
and expanded access to early 
cancer screenings, will help 
Kentuckians enjoy better health 
in the years to come. 

Gov. Beshear pledged to 
intensify health improvement 
efforts through a new initiative, 
to be unveiled in the coming 
weeks. The plan will iden¬ 


tify multiple health goals and 
strategies, including: 

• supporting comprehensive 
state-wide smoke-free legis¬ 
lation 

• banning the sale of e-ciga- 
rettes to minors 

• cutting the state’s obesity 
rate 

• requiring HPV vaccina¬ 
tions for youth; and 

• reducing rates of heart 
disease. 

“Kentucky’s leaders must 
recognize the direct relation¬ 
ship between a healthier, more 
productive workforce and our 
ability to attract and retain 
good-paying jobs for our 
people,” said Gov. Beshear. 
Competitiveness through Pri¬ 
oritizing Education: A strong 
workforce is an educated 
workforce, and Kentucky has 
made enormous progress in 
creating a seamless, cradle-to- 
career education system that is 
better preparing students for a 
complex world. 

With special focus on 
early childhood education, 
raising the graduation rate, 
and increasing college and 
career readiness for all stu¬ 
dents, Kentucky’s schools are 
emerging as national leaders 
in education reform and mea¬ 
surable student progress. 

In 2013, Education Week’s 
annual Quality Counts report 
ranked Kentucky in the top 10 
states in student performance 
and education progress. The 
state is implementing the 
Graduation Bill passed last 
session, which will require 
students to stay in school 
until age 18. And last month, 
Kentucky won a $44.3 mil¬ 


lion federal Race to the Top 
grant to improve early learn¬ 
ing programs for thousands of 
Kentucky preschoolers. 

But schools have stretched 
their dollars as far as they can, 
the Governor warned, and 
will lose ground without new 
investment. 

Kentucky has frozen SEEK 

- the basic funding formula 
for K-12 classrooms - for 
six years, even as student 
enrollment expanded, costs 
increased and local support 
in some areas dropped. Plus, 
budget pressures forced deep 
cuts in areas ranging from 
textbooks to teacher training 
and school safety. 

Meanwhile, because of im¬ 
pending federal sequester cuts, 
schools face the prospect of 
significant layoffs, increased 
classroom sizes and out-of- 
date technology. 

“We are in danger of losing 
all of the positive momentum 
which has been built up. And 
I am not going to allow that to 
happen,” the Governor said. “I 
am determined to find money 
to reinvest in education - even 
if I have to make harmful cuts 
in other areas to do so.” 

Fiscal discipline and aggres¬ 
sive managing of the budget 

- including some $1.6 billion 
in spending cuts - helped 
Kentucky get through the 
recession, but in some areas 
the cuts went deep enough to 
damage programs and services 
critical to building a stronger 
future. 

“We cannot continue mak-
